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Eeporting Agent took a trip to the Camp -which is located 
about three miles -west of Sellers ville, Pa. and observed the outside 
of the buildings and gr ounds . It sho uld be noted that the place was : h7D 
exactly as described one of the preceding paragraphs. 

The land consisted of about three or four acres square and there is 
located an old s.tone building known as the Old kill. In this building 
is a tap room and eating place. It is located on a creek which apparently 
is used by members as a sw imm ing place. A short distance from this 
building is located an old barn which is open in the front and mi empty. 
Approximately one-half mile in the rear of the bam was an old building 
•rtiich has been mentioned in the earlier part of this report and known as 
the House of Seven Gables. This house is approximately one block off or 
the main road between Sellersville arid Telford and is visible from the 
T na-'n road. There is a driveway leading to this building and Agent drove 
up this driveway and observed the House of Seven Gables from the outside. 

It was noted that the windows of the building are completely boarded with 
the shades drawn and appeared not to have been occupied for several months. 

It was more or less in a dilapidated condition. There was no one on the 
grounds which were in an unsightly condition and gave the appearance as 
if the place has been deserted for some time. There appeared to be no 
activity within the Camp which appeared to be a surname resort and there 
was a large playground there for children. On the grounds there was one 
flat level stretch approximately 50 ’ wide and 100 yards long which was 
smooth and well taken care„..of and at the end of this strip of ground 
appeared three or four square markers app roximately 6 1 squ are. This is 
apparently the rifle range referred to hyflHMVII^V[at the time of 
interview as mentioned in letter from the Philadelphia Office to the Bureau 
dated June 19, 1939. 
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In the absence of further instructions from the Bureau 
additional investigation will be conducted in this matter. 
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
